More attenllon should probably be paid 
to the Frendı taclics of not agreeing to 
Preliıninary negotiations between lhe 
Vienna Internalional Atomic Energy 
Agency (TAEA)] and Euratom until Bonn 
has signed the non-proliferatlon treaty as 
well as Benelux and Italy, General de 
Gaulle's pressure on the Federal govern- 
ment not only accords wlth his policy to- 
wards the East, it also makes it seen 
more than Jikely that he has more far- 
reaching plans. 


At lhe very least the General might 
Propose lo quit Euratom in order to es- 
cape European nuclear coutruls, but ha 
might also inlend lo break up Euralonı 
altogether, whi afler Bonn's sigralre 
uf the non-proliferation lrealy would 
make this country subjecl to inspoc- 
lon by tlıe IAEA.

Tlıe electorate must gradually be gain- 
ing the Impression thal ihe Christian Dem- 
acrnlic and Christlan Social Unions 
have been alone in recognlsing the danger 
and are not prepared to allow the country 
lo make the [alal mlslake of slgning the 
non-prollferatton ireaty, The lwo parties 
are evidently nol alarmed ai the prospect 
of what the electorate is golng to lhink in 
a fow months’ lime when ihe irony is 
signed after ali. 

Even disregarding Lhe domestic policy

The question of democracy in a church 


Thus, jusliliable cıilicism of demotra- 
lisation of Ihe Church certainly cannot be 
based on organisallonal or slructural lra- 
ditions because (hera is no sudı thing as 
an unallerably correct or even “sacred” 
order of the Church and its "offices", and 
accoriling to the Güspel sudı an order 
could not exist unless Lhe glad tidings 
of Christianlty were to be falsified inlu a 
depressing—ihat is reslricling inslead of 
liberaling—law. 


Admiitedly, it would be jusl as wrong 
if ihe organisatlon and struclure of a 
Clıurch or Christian comnmunity simply 
iuitated or copied worldly soclal syslems 
and structnres. Democralisallon of the 
Church must not amount lo ihe sime 
lhing as democratisation of sütiely. 


In the last resort Il would be stupid 
İf, for example, synods were Lransformecl 
inlo parliaments or if penple muinlained 
lhal the creation of dıurch Parties was 
necessary or al leasl desirable io improve 
lhe [unclioning of synods, 


Thus a so-called experl who has studiecl 
and maslered suciology, mianagentent,

A re-assessment of Russian 
writer Anton Chekhov

Unlike many of his contemporaries, 
Chekhov was dispassionate enougb to 
pass a severe judyement on irue and ac- 
curate iInlterpralation, Gorky was one of 
the firsl to recagnise {he basit’ lesion 
between poelry and scepticism in Chek- 
hov's plays; and Vadhtangov, who slud- 
ied under Slanilavsky, later opposed hls 
masler’s “dhronic need lo subdue every- 
thing." 


Stanislavsky produced “lheaires of 
mood” and lhe expresslons ol lhis mood 
were Lhose of ennui: melancholic, elcglac 
boredom. Enrui, In Melchinger's opinion, 
however, is something entirely different; 
it is something to be hated. It is closest lo 
vacuity. “The ennui of Chekhov's epodh, 
this pervading sense of boredon, differs 
only in exlernals from that whi afflicts 
us today, noise mostly. The awareness of 
Yacuity is deadened, today as in Chek- 
hov’s time." 


Meldlnger calls Chekhov's basic prio= 
ciple “scientific.” A certain sceplicism is 
needed lo apply lhis principle. Crass na- 


which lhe lruih shines," wriles Meldhin- 
ger. 

The life thal Chekhov portrays is that 
of ihe Russia of his day, but his plays 
have nothing io do with Slavophllism or 
Russianism. Chekhov was a doctor, a 
sciondist. “fle could only write aboul 
what he understood and knew," observ- 
es Melchinger. 

Chekhov recognised the soclal Ils of 
lis day, but ıe did nat use theın as mate- 
rial for his plays. However, “following a 
scienlilic study whih ha published after 
touring Siberla for three months and liv- 
ing for another three months on lhe is- 
land of Sakalin, reporling on conditlons 
under whih deporlees were forced to 
live, the worst evils were eradicated." 

Chekhov felt thal he coull nol have 
done more as a doctor and as a writer, 
AR a writer he wished ta avoid polilica. 
"There are enough public prosecutors and 
pullcemen.” But Chekhov was a staundı, 
even embilered enemy uf the system. He 
announced his decision to wilhdraw from 
the Iimperjal Academy, of whi ba had 
bean madc a member in 1900, when iwo 
years later H expelled Gorky by order of 
the Czar. 

“Slanislavsky has ruined my plans," 
wrote Chekhov after a performance of

Meldhinger, 
who writes wilh greal personal conviction 
and an almost pedantic attention lo detail, 
and in this case has writlun a ıruly ex- 
citing book, points out that “ınood” wher- 
ever it is needed in the plays has Jdra- 
matic significance.

"Chekhov's plays are misrepresented if 
they are wrapped in a veil of melancholy 
and morbidness.

Karl vom Stein's monumental work on 
German history 150 years old 


three years Slein put him in dıarge of 
researdı, 


For fifty years Pertz devoled his lime 
and energies 1o the Mîonumenla. He re- 
mained for a while Jn Hanover, then in 
1842 moved lo Berlin where he was ap- 
pointed chief Hbrarian and member of ihe 
academy. He enlisted the aid of young 
historians and scholars anxious to distin- 
guish themselves tn the field of research, 
with hopes of an academir appointment. 
With {hese and colleagues in olher Parts 
of the country Pertz Published the first 
25 volumes of Monumenta in folio. 


These soon attained dislinclon in lhe 
world of letlerg, They were also appre- 
ciated as a "national undertaking” for 
whidı Pertz eventually recelved a fixed 
grant from ihe Gerınan Confederation, 


When the Confederation was abolished 
and Bismarck had founded his empire, ex- 
chıding Austria, work on the Monumenta 
was continued without regard to the new 
national boundaries. Funds kept coming 
in from government Sources, and so the 
society was raised to a new level, 


With the assistance of academies in 
Berlin, Munich and Vienna a new central 
committee was formed in 1875 comprising 
scholars who elected their own presidlent, 
The first president in this phase was Ge- 
org Wallz, who had been one ol Pertz's 
ablest assislants, Holding a Göttingen 
professorship, he laler became a master 
of original research, 


slastlc and active of then was the Bava- 
rian envoy, Alam von Arelin, who was 
nominated vice-president of the society, 
with Steln as presidenl. 


After several meetings, this commitlee 
founded on 12 June 1819 a Society for 
Ancient German History. It was not until 
then thal universliy historians, librarlans 
and other public offleials and scholars 
were invited lo join the socicly as sholars 
and patrons, 


The response (o the invitation was 
greal. Many wished to take an acllve parl 
in the sociely's research. Nevertheless, it 
is doubtful! that the society, whidı never 
held a general maeling and whose exe- 
cutive conımittee waş all but dissolved 
after Stein's death, would have succeeded 
in publishing lie Monumenta were It not 
that Stein, afler many disappointmenls in 
lhe beginning, evenlually found a young 
man of exceplional {alent who was to 
devote his entira life to this undertaking. 
He was Georg Helnrih Pertz froın Hano- 
ver, Stein's biographer. 

Pertz, son of a bookbinder, was 25 when 
he completed his sludles in Göttingen and 
decided to work for Slain's Monumenta. 
He proved his abilities so well that alter

Theodor Werner, wlıo was born in {he 
south of Gernany, in Wûürttemberg, sain. 
ed at home in Potsdam. He was SUfÎ, se. 
rious and nurrow-lpped. After lhe war 
he and his family ınoved to Munidı. His 
wife, Woly, is an axcellenl weavar. Her 
Non-representational "carpets," which are 
oflen no bigger Lhan one's hand, possess 
a speclal charm. 

Werner's flat was near the Old Pina- 
kothek, In it were hung some of tha most 
Precious works of Paul Klee, Braque and 
aiher frlends of the artist, Miro exercised 
a temporary influence on Werner during 
his years in Paris, 

Werner, however, who was often as ob- 
stinate and tnıculent as any person {ram 
Württemberg, followed his own path to a 
mode of abstraclon which is entirely his 
Property, He did not Court transitory, 
fashionable trends in art. He lived in an 
almost scientlfically determined formal 
world whih imparts to his paintings a 
disiinctive gravily that almost amounls 
to melandıoly. 

Theodor Werner Progressed slowly 
and reflectively along his way. He “ma- 
tured” late, in the sense that it took him 
Years to find his own style. His style was 
noble artistry, Nothing sllpped, as it were, 
through his fingers. 

Often on dark, rikily detailed back- 
grounds gentle curveg appeared, delicate 
Hneations. A Pattern of musical quallty 
unfolded, 

Wermer’s pictures demand of the viewer 
tha same peace of mind, or the same pla- 
cidlty of mind, that the artist possessed, 
These works Cannot be “interpreted,” 
They speak through thelr dıromatic and 
formal harmoney, and through their re- 
serve, whi was also a trajt in Werner's 
nature. His pictureg maintain a balanca 


that only a true master Can achieve on 
canvas, - 


heodor Wermer, the Painter, was nol 

known to many for a long time. Hig 
repulation was slow lo develop, and yet 
he is one of the besl Painters of non-re. 
Presentational art in this counlry. He died 
ıecenlly in Munich, after aı operation, 
aged oighty, 


It is too soon lo say how great lhe loss 
1s, but that il js great is beyond doubt, 
In his serious and deeply reflective work 
Werner would seem to eclipse both Bau- 
meister and Nay. 


An elegant, slim man approached me 
during the war in Potsdam when I met 
Werner who was accompanled by Will 
Grohmann. His clipped and clever way 
of speaking was as convincing as his 
work of that Ume whi his former slur 
dont of the Sluttgart Academy exhibited 


Be Karl voın Slein founded a so. 
ciety which was to prove of great 
service (n historical research not only in 
Germatıy but throughout Ihe world, On 
20 January 18/9, he founded In Frankfurt, 
then a Free Cily of the German Conie- 
deratlon, a saciely 1o publish Monumenla 
Germaniae Historica. The aim of the so- 
clely was lo collecl and classify all avail- 
able documents perlaining to the Me. 
diaeval Empire. 


Plans for a sociely of this kind had 
been discussecl for Years, bul it was not 
until Karl vom Stein took the matter in 
hund that anything definite was done 
about it. Baran vom Siteln enlered the 
service of Frelerick the Great in 1780. 
From 1804 to 1807 ho was Minisier [or 
Trade. On atcount of his antt-Trench ac- 
tivitles Napoleon secured his dismissal. 


Aftar Napolcün’s downfall, Slein was 
billerly clisappointedl wilh the Congress 
of Vienna which refuserl 1o adopt Slein’s 
Proposals for a unllcd Germany. Inslead, 
lt was decided to replace the Reich that 
was dissolved in 1807 with a German Con- 
iederatlon of sovereign stales. 


Karl vom Stein soughi lo resist ihe 
fragmeniallon of Germany by drawing al- 
lention lo tlie common herilage of Ger- 
man history, and by encouraging inten- 
sive study of 1his heritage in dhronicles, 
annals, biograplıles, legal and polilical 
documents, writings pertafning to kings 
and Kaisers, lelters, historical peoms, and 
everything contributory lo anı undersland- 
ing of mediaeval German history, 


This ¥lgorous statesman secured the 
advice andl assistance of other scholars 
including Savlgny and the Grimm broth- 
ers. Goethe also gave him lis full sup- 
port. 


Siein founded his society, however, 
without the assislance of professors, uni- 
versilies and academics, wllhout stale 
Jranls arid aven In ihe face of opposillon 
Irom influential quarlers fn Prussia and 
Auslrla, Particularly from Hardenberg 
and Metternidh. He gave his Monumenta 
lhe device “sanctus amor Patriaa dat ani- 
mum,’ and this appeal to Patriotic senil- 
ment, in the year of the Karlsbad Decrees 
against national ""demagogues," was not 
very welcome. But il was a courageous 
defence of all Ihat wag common and 
should ramain common to Germaas. 


On 20 January 1813, accepled as the 
foundailon day of the Monumenta Ger- 
maniae Historica, Stein had recrulted 
only four people of rank and scholarship 
to form a "central commlltee" of lhe naw 
soclely. These were envoys of Bavaria, 
Wiürtiembarg, Baden and Mecklenburg to 
the Frankfurt Parliament, The most enlhu-

Investment abroad aids exporl surpluses 
STEADY FLOW OF CAPITAL ESSENTIAL 


boosting produclion and inclustrlal expan- 
slon In recipient couniries, aud by re-iın- 
ports fron manufacluring companies Il- 
nanced with Marks to the Federal Repub- 
Hc in the form of deliveries of various 
kinds. 


In developing countrles Federal Repub- 
lic investments promote economic expan« 
sion whidh, beside the major governmenl- 
financed projects, ia thus vitalised by pri- 
vale enterprise and iniliative that is so 
essential to the fulure well-being of a 
country, The importance of direct invast- 
menls tloeş rıot rest solely on quallltalive 
gains, but mora on the qualitative and 
structural effects. It rests, In other words, 
on lhe incentives gained by lhe combina- 
tion of capilal with tednical experlise 
and busineas acumen. 


What matters now therefore is to main- 
taln a steady flow of capital by way of 
direct inveslments wilh long-lerm objec- 
tives. Mudı could be done in the field of 
taxalion, whlh would amount to putting 
foreign investments on a Par with home 
investments, or at Par with what other 
countries do [or their direct investments 
abroad, in the Federal Republic also, 
that is. 


Without going Into great detail in this 
matter, iwo essentials ııusl be mentlonecl, 
Firstly, lhe parent company must be plac- 
ed in a posllion {o compensale taxwise 
far inital losses incurred in establishing 
faclories abroad. Secondly, depreciatlon 
on Capital assels of IJorelgn subsidlaries 
must reciprocate favourably on Lhe f[inan- 
clal madılnery of the Parent compiny, 
whether by approprlale trauısference of 


aû reduclion of 6.8 per cenl, laking Lhe 
duralion of loans into accounl. 


Politicians in Bonn were Perfectly aware 
ihat shipbuilding would be especlally 
hard hit when they brought in leglslallon 
to improve tha international balance of 
Payments.

The Inlerior Minisler, Ernst Benda, made

The coluurful decoralions every- 
where, ilıo maraca thythma of the ınusie, 
the dıarm and irlendliness ol ihe Mexican 
people, the [tesla almosphere workatl 
iheir cftects making Mexico iho greal 
victor ol the Games not to mentlon {he 
yield ul golds that the Mexican Lea 
picked up. 


The effecls hat Mexlco lad on visl- 
lors to lhe Games was not designed. The 
Mexicans retained their individualily and 
also their relationship with the idea of a 
nation, wilh a national character, 


Nevertheless the bloody Civil War in 
1910 does nol give ihe country an entirely 
passive past. But Mexico is a country 
wilhout enemies and there are no terrl- 
torial clalnıs against her antl she makes 
not territorlal claims against anyone else, 
Mexican iulklore is admired throughout 
lho world. 


Tha Federal Republic also has ınany 
praiseworthy qualities, which we do nut 
need lo menmion in delall here or cumpare 
with Mexico. The rolalionship to the idea 
of nallonhood is not unbroken and the 
nalonal dharacler is no power on whldı 
one can blindly rely. We have to dis- 
pase of cerlain difflcullles that have uc- 
cured in our pasl without being masodhis- 
lic about il. And we have enemies for 
certain, 


In short Muni does not want ta ho 
the scene of a couvulsive meeting ol {ho 
Guinus, if certain contenttons were mule 
public lf our relalons with lhe world, ty 
wl we shill bie lrrels, are made dilli- 
cult.

Ft follows Irom thls that in 1972 when 
the GDR flag andl anilem are used at lhe 
Games, somelling of a scensntion will he 
caused, because penpla will be so ıuutscrl 
to it, For certain muinorily Groups oI uur 
gociely it will bu consldered a provucu- 
Han, as it is tedûay. And people cinuol be 
blamed for thinking so—-ceither ihc rirfht- 
wing pravucalettrs in lhe Federal Repub- 
lic of ihe old Slalinisls in Lhe GDR. 


Interlor Minisler Erust Bela who is 
also vice-president of ile ortyutsudluutl 
conmitlee of ihe iwenlleth Olympic 
Games, has sugyesled thidl thu Fedurnl 
Republic should da all in its power tn 
exclude ‘'nalionalisnı’ fron lhe Games, sn 
that flags and anlhems be banner. 


The idea is a gourl one but how would 
Olympic officials be able la prevent vic- 
tors converling {he honouring coremany 
on the poclinm into an opporlunity lo 
make some kind of polilical demonsira- 
tion? The whole Olyınpic aura is riddled 
wilh chauvinistn. How would it be pos- 
sible to take amiss the public's demonstra- 
tion of approval whidh would undoubtedly 
be linked not only lo a feat of sport bul 
also to a political siluatlon when so mudı 
ol lhe ceremonial about Ihe Games has a 
nationalistic tang to it. 


No one could take objection 1o0 the 
idea of de-natiunalisiig ihe Games, giv- 
ing lhe laurels not to a person as a re- 
presentilire ol a slute ol ıstlon lul {o 
the individual for his personal aciieve- 
ment, nol (o applaud an ideology but the 
man or woman who stands uu the podiuın, 


But Ernst Benda's hope is hardly realis- 
tic. Aflor Mexico there is a powerful 
movement amoung inany International 
Olympic Comalllee members ln appose 
ideas of banring [lags and anthems at the 
Games. So many developing countries, 
newly emerged onio the world silage, saw 
their tlag honoured at Mexico that a lrend 
to oppose banning nalions has definitely 
sel İn. There is another point thal could 
be made un this ınallor. Bonn is really 
only concemed at nat secing one ilag or 
hearing one unlhem. Thus ollirrs, ure qulta 
acceptable. 

Su il bails down to (his—it is to be 
hued that Bonn Government will nul [ur 
lun long object lo the display ol the Ger- 
manu Demucratic Republic umbleıns in Ihls 
Cuuuiry. The GDR national enblen nuiyhl 
Juin stronger acceptance and put the Fed 
eril Republic insignla in Lhe shade.

A lille helure thr Olynpie Ganıes 
openurl {the fuverntny body ol u student 
rgunisalion, ui which nny were shut 
by polir'e atllun, claiıned lhat Miexıcou lad 
been ‘rane’ by lle preparatıons for ihe 
Cames, Avery Brundage and the other 
senior oliicials of the Games were cyni- 
cally only interesled in ensuring Laat the 
Gaınes went ofl wiihunt ılfiicnlly or in- 
cident.

away part of the country as a whole, 


For a nuınber of Yeurs there have been 
diplomatic complicallons when the ham- 
mer and sickle lag has been hoisted al 
international industrial exhibillons. Now 
il is likely that saınething like 80,00û per. 
sons from the Federal Republic wilt be 
expecled to sland in respect lu this flag 
and that in Munidlı. 


If (he Games were la lakr Jace in 1369 
there would ba snıue drunalic pıoblems, 
Would peuple lenyve the stacllıım when 
ihe German Demueratic Republic flag was 
Wnlurletl and the Ulbricht regime anthem 
was played?

A plın could be devisal, perhaps, so 
that events whidı are likely tu be won by 
Cuntestunls from he GDR cuıld be murk- 
e will rut tar duugper. Exe] tit-win- 
urs, Tighlbwlngyurs, siudents? Ilow in He 
uamehr-the-slreot fol to reavl ln these 
avunls? 

Also whûl would the hundred thonsanul 
or so visitors from sbruatl dut A1 tho 
Munith Olymples Ihrey would be coufronte 
ed head on with the bewlderlug Cierman 
Questiun. Il is likely that aguin 1 David 
and Guliuth eflert would bu iclhieved. In 
whidı case who would be Duv? 


In short aıı Olympic Gunes In Munich 
in 1909 would be unthinkable. Thanks can 
be given that before the Games in 1972 
there is Plenty of time ta prapare for 
them. The Mayor of Munich, Hans-Jodıen 
Vogel, was able to take atlvanlage of 
evenls in Mexico and counlor those lhat 
are likely to be embarrassing, Ile is anx 
lous that lhe Games in Munidı ara with- 
oul conflicts, That Is a commondable am- 
bitlon in a country where politlcul diifer« 
ences are manifest like trip-wlires all over 
Iho place. 

On the other hand Bonn, that provides 
lhe money for the Gamos and in sport 
matters carrles a welghty voice, does 
nothing to Prepare people for whut is un- 
doubtediy unavoidable at the 1972 event. 
The administration blocks all pracilcal 
Ways ol reducing the Possibility of an ex 
Plosion over the all-German quesllon.

Possible political dilemmas at Munich Games 
OLYMPICS WILL BRING PEOPLE FACE TO FACE WITH GERMAN QUESTION 


time when the public of lhe whole world 
can be shown an altitude. 


A certain polillcal electricity ruus 
lhrough the Olympic Games, It is in the 
air and when ihe atmosphere ia favour- 
able the honouring ceremony exerls a 
supreme influence, Odd events that spoil 
things are nol good enough reason to 
condemr lhe whole. The Games are nat 
just political, although even to lhe An- 
cient Greeks this eleınent crept inlo the 
event. 

The Olympic spirit, invoked from lime 
lo time, remains abstracl lo this day. All 
the time it takes on different signitican- 
ces. The Games have come to mean to 
the host country prestige and a sort of 
respeclibilily. The Gaınes have become

thoughts. In this matter Bonn is cancern- 
Bd, among other tlıings, will {he Ulbricht 
regime. 
In lhree years and seven months’ time 
the capital of the Federal stale of Bava- 
ria is to host the twentieth summer OQlym- 
Plade. The Faderal Republic, as successor 
tın İtş own claim to the Third Reldı, will 
be host ta the world of sport. In additlon 
tha German Deınocrallc Republic will ap- 
pear for lhe first lime at an internallonnl 
sporls meeling wiih ils own flag and wlll 
its uwn nalioral anllem. 


The conjunction of Lhese two events 
ate a [orlunate coincidence for tha aa- 
1loual prido of {ha Ulbrldıt regime, but 
hey caııse grave discomfort lo politicians 
in Bonn. 


Jl will not be generally underslood that 
tho Games are not only an opportunity 
lor lhis cauntry lo slow its best birt {hey 
are also û challenge in that leams fram 
the Gernıan Democratic Republic will be 
encounlered. Franz Josef Strauss is lo- 
tally apprehenslve about this challenge 
and cites Arnold Toynbee. To mosi people 
matters ofl defence strategy have nothing 
to do with it. 

For this reason Lhe unanswered Ger- 
man Questlon has been pushed inlo the 
ioreground as a Potential dispoiler of the 
Gamas. Nevertheless, before the Games 
begin—in ancient Greece there was a 
four-year interval between each Games— 
hindrances appear on the sports horizon. 


Jt is profitable lo recall tor a few min- 
utes the events at Mexico and to question 
them. If the Munich Olympics were to 
lake place in 1969 il wonld be very diffi- 
cull to avoid a Painful and blazing inler- 
nalional scandal. For the lima being the 
Federal! Republic is nol armed psycholog- 
ically and Politically for the dıallenge 
that thankfully is nol to take place until 
1972, 

Since Mexico il must be obvious to all 
lhal when the sprinler runs past the tape, 
when the igh jumper breaks another 
world record and the marathon runner 
goes lu grealer heights of performance 
ihat these exciting achievements are nat 
divorced from the protocols that surround 
the Olympic Games, 


During the course of the Games ihere 
Is a moment that will havea a disturbing 
but fascinaling effect on the Publlc mind. 
1 refer lo the moment when lhe viclors 
are honoured before the crowds, Just as 
at the opening and closing ceremony {he 
idea of the nation is foremost when tha 
viclors receive their honours slanding 
next to olher sporlsmen and women. 


This wlll be no different in Munidı to 
what it was in Mexico, Il will seem like a 
Ry thal pleases the oye and moves tha 

earl. 


At tha end ol a day's Games, after a 
harvest of records have been made when 
the siadium lights go up, there is the 
green grass and the flags ol the nations 
ol the world Nlylng in the breeze, the 
brighl uniforms of lhe sportsmen and 
women and of the Games’ officlal, Then 
there is the hushod moment when the 
trumpets play a fanfar, just as when the 
Performance is about ta begin at the Wag- 
ner festival in Bayreuth, the viclorgs mount 
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
